"I'm  not  a  punter  or  a  drinker, 
but  have  never  known  such  sociability 
and  camaraderie  as  exists  in  the  world 
of  the  green  baize". 

"In  this  sport  Warren  Simpson  will 
come  out  of  the  rain  to  show  you. 

I  know  Norm  Jacobs  could  not  always 
give  me  the  time  and  attention  but 
he  did". 

"Then  there  was  Norm  Rogers  who 
said  his  table  was  available  24  hours 
a  day  to  me.  (The  meals  were  also 
good). 

"Tattersall's  has  something  for 
everyone  and  after  work  it  is  always 
my  first  port  of  call". 

Jack  O'Neill,  Chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  for  Billiards  and 
Snooker,  paid  sincere  tributes  to  all 
connected  with  the  conduct  of  the 
tournaments.

The  Chief  Executive  of  the  Royal 
N.S.W.  Institute  for  Deaf  and  Blind 
Children,  Stan  Swaine,  a  well  known 
member  of  Tattersall's,  represented 
the  Australian  National  Council  for  the 
Blind  at  the  1974  Asian  Conference 
on  "Work  for  the  Blind"  in  Bombay. 

"At  the  present  time",  he  said, 
"there  are  about  five  million  blind  in 
India  and  one  million  in  Bangladesh". 

"They  live  in  appalling  conditions 
of  squalor  and  poverty  and  the  vast 


majority  of  them  exist  by  begging  in 
the  streets". 

Facilities  for  training,  educating  or 
caring  for  the  blind  were  practically 
non-existent  in  India,  although  it  was 
estimated  that  more  than  one  percent 
of  the  population  of  India  was  blind 
and  nearly  two  percent  of  the 
population  of  Bangladesh  was  similarly 
handicapped. 

Said  Stan,  "The  principal  cause  of 
blindness  in  Asian  countries  in  mal-

nutrition  and  consequent  lack  of 
Vitamin  A". 

"The  World  Council  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Blind  was  currently  supplying 
millions  of  vitamin  tablets  and,  while 
these  preventative  measures  would 
undoubtedly  arrest  the  future 
incidence  of  blindness,  the  mammoth 
task  lay  in  providing  relief,  sustenance 
and  training  to  those  who  were  already 
afflicted  and  for  whom  there  was  no 
other  occupation  open  other  than 
begging  on  the  streets". 

Stan  said  he  visited  a  school  for 
blind  girls  in  Bombay.  There  were 
70  pupils.  He  assumed  that  in  a  city 
of  6Y2  million  there  would  be  a  long 
waiting  list.  But  paradoxically,  he  was 
told  there  was  no  waiting  list  because 
the  overall  rate  of  literacy  in  India 
was  20  percent  and  it  was  considered 
largely  a  waste  of  time  to  educate 
girls  anyway. 

The  conference  set  up  an 
Implementation  Committee  to  deter¬ 
mine  ways  and  means  of  alleviating 
current  conditions. 

The  committee  comprised  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  India,  Japan  and 
Australia.  It  will  determine  the  type 
of  teach  training  programme  required 
and  what  facilities  are  available  for 
training  teachers  among  the  11  nations 
represented  at  the  Bombay  conference. 

Stan  is  truly  dedicated  in  his  work 
for  the  Royal  N.S.W.  Institution  for 
Deaf  and  Blind  Children,  founded 
114  years  ago,  but  he  occasionally 
finds  time  to  relax  at  West  Epping 
and  Denistone  Bowling  Clubs,  and 
join  his  mates  in  Tattersall's.
